UNION, Mo., Oct. 8.—A sealed 
medical report, which reached herve 
yesterday, carried the information 
that the vital organs of three al- 


leged victims of Mrs. Bertha Gif- 


ford of Catawisso, Mo., confessed 
poisoner, contained arsenic, In 
quantities sufficient to indicate 


deadly doses. The presence of ar- 
senic was shown by tests made last 
week in a St. Louis laboratory. 
Three weeks ago under the joint 
direction of Dr. James Stewart, 
State Health Commissioner, and 
Prosecuting Attorney I. H. Jénny 
of Franklin County,~the bodies of 
Ed Brinley, Catawissa farmer, bur- 
ied about 18 months, and of Elmer 
John Schamel, 7 years old, and of 
Lloyd Schamel, 9, buried about 
three years ago, were exhumed. 
Brinley was a neighbor of the 
Giffords and died in acute pain 
after he had been carried into the 
Gifford ‘“‘hause of mystery,” on the 
Big Bend road between Pacific and 


Catawissa, when he was _ found 
drunk in a pasture, The grand 
jury that indicted Mrs. Gifford 


learned she had purchased arsenic, 

ostensibly for ‘‘rats bothering her 

chickens,” a few hours before 

Brinley died in her home. 
Arsenic Found. 

The two Schamel children were 
the sons of George J. Schamel, 
Gifford hired man, and died with- 
in a month of each other, of 
“acute gastritis,’’ after they had 
been taken to the Gifford farm- 
house-by their father. No autopsy 
was performed in any of the three 
cases until, on Sept. 18, Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Jenny asked Franklin

Apart from a few 
symptoms of arsenical poisoning at 
death, none of the three 
victims, until last week, 
known to have significant amounts 
of the poison in their vital organs 
when they died. 
Jury to Sit Tomorrow. 

The sealed report of the etaru- 
ining physicians will be opened td- 
morrow morning at Pacific, Mo., 
when Coroner Dewhirst’s§ jury 
again assembles to hear the medi- 
cal findings. Dr. Stewart, who 
became interested in the case in 
his desire to place death certificates 
in Missouri on a reliable basis, will 
attend the session. 

The burden of the medical re- 
port on the alleged poison victims 
was made known to the Post-Dis- 
patch from a source of unimpea*h- 
able integrity. The wording of the 
report and the exact amounts of 
the poison calculated by the fox- 
icologist were not available at this 
time. 

It was not known today who2ther 
the finding of arsenic in three of 
Mrs. Gifford’s alleged victims would 
lead to the exhumation: of the 
bodies of any of the 14 other per- 
sons for whom she served as a vol- 
unteer nurse and who died suddcen- 
ly with some of the symptoms com.- 
mon to arsenical poisoning. De. 
Stewart could not be reached for 
a statement, although it was said 
he would attend the post mortems 
tomorrow.

Landis Calls Off Game. 

Breadon immediately telephoned 
Judge ‘Landis at Hotel Jefferson 
and told the baseball commissioner 
that, in his opinion, the field would 
be in no fit condition for a cham- 

ylonship game even if the sun 
came out. Judge Landis concurred 
and authorized the announcement 
of postponement. 

So many fans telephoned Sports- 
man’s Park and other places for 
information about the postpone- 
ment that the number of telephone 
calls during the morning was about 
75,000 above normal. ‘Telephone 
company officers estimated that 
700,000 calls had been made at 
noon. 

Tickets for the fourth game of 
the series will be honored tomor- 
row and tickets for the fifth game, 
if it is played, will be honored 
Wednesday. The tickets are num- 
bered by games and bear no dates. 

Every effort had been made, it 
was said, to keep the field in con- 
dition for a ball game in the event 
the weather cleared sufficiently for 
play, because of the thousands of 
persons whose hotel, railroad and 
other arrangements will be affected 
by the postponement.

WIENER NEUSTADT, Austria, 
Oct. 8.—Howitzers aimed at the 
public square from a plateau over- 
looking this city kept peace yes- 
terday when 70,000 members of 
two rival political organizations as- 
sembled and verbally attacked each 
other. Not a shot was fired, al- 
though both sides were well armed, 

Inhabitants of this normally 
peaceful industrial city, 30 miles 
from Vienna, returned yesterday to 
the homes they had abandoned in 


fear of warfare. Those who re- 
mained in the face of predictions 
of bloodshed and revolution wit- 
nessed a display of military force 
and what appeared to be a hilari- 
ous picnic when Social Democrats, 
who control the city of Vienna, and 
the Heimwehr, or Home Defense 
League of Christian Socialists, who 
control the Federal Governmént, 
assem bled. 

Sixty Communists led by Victor 


Stern, Moravian member of the 
Czecho-Slovak Parliament, were 
arrested when they deluged the 


streets with inflammatory circulars 
calling upon the Socialists to kill 
the Home Defense Leaguers and 
to use violence against the national 
Government.

This was the evil 
result that opponents of the 
amendment prophesied, and they 
are thus doing all they can to vin- 
dicate their views. Such a course 
is unpatriotic and is not playing

Ambulances Kept Ready.

The Heimwehr, 25,000 strong, 
gathered first in the public square, 
They ended their meeting pre- 
cisely at noon as scheduled and 
marched quietly off to make room 
for 45,000 Socialists who met ia 
the same square hung with flam- 
ing red bunting. 

Although the marchers carried 
pickaxes, hatchets, shovels and 
long lances, armed conflict was so

PLAYING THE 
CHILD'S GAME 


By- Mrs. Agnes Lyne. 


HE small child lives in a world 

whose purposes are generally 

too complex for him to under- 
stand, and whose objectives are 
not those with which he can thor- 
oughly identify himself. 

His days follow an orderly rou- 
tine conceived and executed for his 
benefit by an adult mind. He learns 
to dress himself in time for break- 
fast, hang up his clothes when he 
comes in from play, take his nap 
without a murmur and to pile his 
toys away neatly on their shelves. 

This training is an essential part 
of his education, but it is never- 
theless alien to his natural im- 
pulses and fatiguing to his spirit. 
It makes him aware of his little- 
ness and his ineffectiveness as 
compared with the adult who di- 
rects his life. 

It is therefore of the utmost im- 
portance to help him sustain his 
poise and develop his initiative by 
treating with respect his spontane- 
ous enterprises. No attempt should 
ever be made to improve them 
from the adult point of view. 

Too often the child executes 
what seems a first rate airplane or 
a very fine doll dress or a splendid 
system of car tracks only to have 
his achievement scarcely appreci- 
ated by the grown-up to whom he 
proudly exhibits it. Instead he is 
told as likely as not that the air- 
plane won't fly, tne dress lacks 
sleeves or the car tracks have no 
switches. The play world in which 
he is at home and where he finds 
an outlet for his creative impulses 
is thus rudely exposed to the fuil 
blast of adult criticism 

One tactless comment can so im- 
press a child with the pitiful in- 
adequacy of his achievement that 
all his joy in the thing he has done 


and with it a score of things he. 


might have done are killed in an 
instant. 

Since learning to live involves so 
much that is disciplinary, so many 
situations in which the child must 
feel his inferiority to the grown- 
up. it is vital that his play. at least, 


with perspiration. 


CARING FOR THE BABY 


By Clara Morton. : 
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THE PERFECT BABY’S SHIN. 

HREE factors most often re- 
T evonsivie for blemishes on the 

skin of a healthy child are’ 
overheating, overfeeding and wrong 
feeding. 

It seems to be impossible for 
grown people to realize how little 
élothing is necessary to keep @ baby 
warm who is not sick or delic‘te. 
They insist on woolen shirts ard 
bands and skirts and stockings and 
sweaters and blankets and com- 
forters. Some go so far as to p'it 
mittens on a child’s hands indoors. 


The result is that often, even in 
zero weather, you find children 
whose hair and hands are- moist 
Later on we 
will go into the effect of overheat- 
ing on colds. ‘Suffice it here to 
say that a child should never be 
allowed to break into perspiration 
winter or summer. 

A healthy child is an active 
child. When awake his hands and 
arms, feet and legs, head and neck 
and torso are in continuous mo- 
tion (unless, of course, he is ham- 
pered by clothing.) This exercise, 
necessary for his proper devel/or- 
ment, causes the blood to ‘Siow 
and his body to glow. If he is 
half smothered in woolens he: will 
become hotter and hotter until his 
skin breaks out in small pimoles 
on his face and neck and boty. 

Gradually dim'nishing the quan- 
tity of clothing you keep on tre 
baby will be followed almost im- 
mediately by the disappearance of 
the unsightly and uncomfortable 
rash. 

Sometimes a child’s diet is tco 
rich in butter fats for his system 
to assimilate it properly. That 
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may cause an outbreak of rush. 
Usually a substitution of whole 
milk for that milk which you have 
been giving him will relieve the ir- 
rtation. If not, a physician should 
be consulted. 

If the mother’s milk is too rich 
for the baby she should cheage 
her diet to simpler, less greasy 
foods. If that is not effective, ,iv- 
ing the baby a little boiled water 
before putting him to breast will 
help. 

A -baby’s system as well as that 
of grown people should be rezu- 
larly flushed with water. ive 
ounce of cooled boiled water can 
be given to a baby during his f:rst 
weeks of life. This amount should 
be increased gradually until by ‘re 
time he is a year old he is drink- 
ing at least eight ounces of water 
a day. 


If a baby’s skin is dry or in- 
clined to chap, or both, care should 
be taken to keep open pans of wa- 
ter on the radiators. Steam and 
hot air heating systems take up 
too much necessary moisture frori 
the air. If the baby’s skin does 
not respond to the additional mois. 
ture after two or three days, olive 
oil, cc } cream or cocoa butter 
rubbed over the dry or chapped 
surfaces is effective. 

To obtain the “roses in the 
cheeks” so much admired by mot.- 
ers, a child has to be kept in the 
sunlight most of the time, and 
when he is outdoors he must be 
sufficiently unhampered by clutn- 
ing to be able to move constanily. 
“%t is the combination of fresh air 
UA the accelerated circulation of 
the blood that makes a daby’s 
cheeks glow with health.
